Eight-Hour Law Should Not Apply to 


Canal Work In the Opinion of the 
Chief Executive — Anti Injunction. 
Chinese Exclusion and Immigration 
Alio Aired. 


Washington, March 22 — Samuel 


Gompers, president, and Pr&ik Morrl 
son, secretary, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, heading a delegation 
of representatives of organized labor, 
were received at the White House by 
President Roosevelt. All important 
labor organizations of the counuy 
were represented. Secretary Monlson 
reaH to the president * memorial of 
the executive council of the American 
Federation urging-action: on the v?rl- 
ous demands for legislation being 
made by the organized labor interests 
of the country. The memorial dwelt 
particularly on the eight-hour law and 
it* enforcement on government works, 
including tbe Panama eanai and the 
immigration laws, especially the Chi 
nese exclusion laws 
^ 


Replying the piesident made an ex 


tended address. 
On the subjects of 


general immigration and the exclusion 
of Chinese labor the president indi- 
cated that he was In practical accord 
with them, but on some other matters 
he differed with them radically. The 
president said: 


"You 
speak of an eight hour law 


Every one of you knows that we can 
not get white labor: can not get labor 
of the BsHed States, to go down to 
Panama and work. Just at ttw mo- 
ment we are working chiefly with 
negro labor from the "West Indies 
The conditions that make the eight 
hour law proper here have no possible 
lefsrence to the conditions that make 
the eight-hour law entirely improper 
there 
You hamper me 4n the effort 


to get for you what I think you ought 
to ha 'e in connection with the eight- 
hour law when you mafee a request 
that ialadefeBsible; and to'grant what 
would mean indefinite delay and in- 
jury to tue woik on the isthmus, 


"If >our bodv objects to the passage 


of the proposed anti-mjutiction bill I 
have no question that you can stop it,

Indictment* Found Against tht Corpo- 


rations, of Which Corn* of the In- 
dicted Men Are Members, Are to 
Stand — Defendant* Held to Have 
Been Forced to Give Information. 


Chicago. March 22.—In. tbe United 


States district court, Judg« J. OUs 
Humphrey handed down his decision 
la the packers' casa. All of the pack- 
ers who were Indicted by the federal 
grand jury Jast^ summer upon charge* 
ot b«ln«r in conspiracy in restraint of 
trade and commerce were granted. Im- 
munity from criminal prowcutton un- 
der the Indictment*. Wfcile the Indi- 
viduals are to go-free, tbe indictments 
found against the corporations of 
which some of the indicted individuals 
are members and others are employs*, 
are to stand. 


The judge said: "Under the law In 


this case, the' immunity pleas filed by 
th» defendants will be sustained as to 
the individuals and denied a> to the 
corporations, the artificial persons, 
and the jury will find In favor of the 
government as far as the corporations 
are concerned aad against the govern- 
ment as far as the Individuals are con- 
cerned." 


The jury returned t rerdict In ac- 


cordance with tbe direction ot the' 
court. 


Judge Humphrey decided in.fayor ot 


the packers In their contention that 
they were compelled by tbe govern- 
meat. to furnish information., sayins 
that under no circumstance* could it 
be construed that tbe defendants in 
tbe case bad volunteered evidene*. 
The court held that the crucial fact In 
the case was the interview at the Chi- 
cago club between Commissioner XJar- 
field and representatives of tbe pack- 
ers, in tbe coarse of which tbe com- 
missioner outlined his powers and in- 
dicated to the packers that hft was 
able to force them to surrender infor- 
mation to hi* department it tbay de- 
cline'! to furnish it.
